Dear Islamic brothers! On the 18 th of Zul Hijja-tul-Haram, 35 th 
year of the Hijrah, the companion of our Beloved and Blessed 
Rasul Jks-jaVsssSsJkSsili J*, Sayyiduna ‘Usman-e-Ghani 
was ruthlessly martyred. He t&df&dtAc&o- was the third Khallfah 
(caliph) amongst those known as the Khulafab-ur-Rashidin 1 . 
His patronymic (Kunyah) is Abu ‘Amr. He is also 

known as Zun-Nuraln (i.e. Possessor of two Nurs), because the 
Noble Prophet JUs idb gave two of his honourable 

daughters’ hands in marriage one after the other to the 
Honourable ‘Usman-e-Ghani 


1 First four blessed companion caliphs are known as Khulafah-ur-Rashidin, namely: Sayyiduna Abu 
Bakr Siddiq, Sayyiduna ‘Umar-e-Faruq, Sayyiduna ‘Usman-e-Ghani & Sayyiduna ‘Ali-ul-Murtada

From the one so resplendent, you received two shawls of Nur

He embraced Islam at the very advent [of Islam], He 

also known as ‘Sdhib-ul-Hijratam (the one who 
migrated twice) because firstly he migrated to Habshah (Ethiopia) 
and then to Madina-tul-Munawwarali. 

Purchased Paradise twice 

Amlr-ul-Mu'minln Sayyiduna ‘Usman-e-Ghani’s out¬ 

rank is very high indeed. In his life, he & i&i bought 
Paradise twice from the Merciful Prophet J*: JisSiAij* The 
first time, he o&e purchased a well called Bir-e-Rumah’ 

from a Jew and endowed it for the Muslims to drink from it. 
The second time was during the Battle of ‘Usrat. The event is 
narrated in Sunan-e-TirmizI as follows: 

Sayyiduna ‘Abdur Rahman Bin Khabbab has narrated, 

‘I was present in the blessed court of the Noble Prophet 
who was motivating [the Sahabah 
for the battle of Tabuk. Sayyiduna ‘Usman Bin ‘Allan 
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stood up and said, ‘Ya Rasulallah J*! I take it 

upon myself to donate 100 camels along with saddles and other 
related provisions.’ 

The Beloved and Blessed Rasul JUs-rfbsisfe j* then resumed 
his inspirational efforts. Sayyiduna ‘Usman Bin ‘Affan 
stood up again and said, ‘Ya Rasulallah JUs«db<sfe Jfctfshi j*! I bear 
the responsibility of contributing 200 camels with all the 
provisions.’ The Most Dignified Prophet -Iss<jlb<sfe Jistfiii j* then 
resumed his motivational efforts once again. Amir-ul-Mu' minin 
Sayyiduna ‘Usman-e-Ghani astjusibicsft? stood up once again and 
said, ‘Ya Rasulallah JU**. I take the responsibility of 
[donating] 300 camels with all the provisions.’ 

The narrator has further reported: I saw that when Mustafa 
JfcSifci J* heard this, he JUsidbsBfc JtsSsii! J* came down 
from his refulgent pulpit and declared twice, ‘From today, 
whatever ‘Usman (•us. jus <&i csA?) does, he will not be held 
accountable.’ (TirmizT, vol. 5, pp. 391, Hadis 3720)

Dear Islamic brothers! These days we see some people only 
promise to donate when they see others spending in the path 
of Allah JisSi. However, when the time comes for delivering 
the money as per their commitment, they find it extremely 
difficult to follow through. Some do not even give the amount 
they committed. See the generosity of the Holy Prophet’s 
beloved, ‘Usman-e-Ghani cs?i who donated more than 

what he ascjiadii o?cr announced. 

Commenting on the above mentioned Hadis, Hakim-ul-Ummali 
Mufti Ahmad Yar Khan has stated, ‘Bear in mind 

that this was (only) his announcement but when the time of 
delivering came, he gave 950 camels, 50 horses and 

1000 Ashrafis (gold coins). Later on, he as. JtsS donated 
another 10,000 Ashrafis.’ 

Hakim-ul-Ummali Mufti Ahmad Yar Khan eAsOi has 

further stated, ‘Note that he initially committed a

Some unwise people consider asking 
donations for religious affairs a bad act and prevent others 
[from doing so]. Remember! It is impermissible to prevent 
[someone] from this righteous act unless justified by the 
Shari’all. On page 127 of Fatawa Razawiyyah, Volume 23, replying 
to a religious query, Imam Ahmad Raza Khan has 

stated, ‘To collect donations from Muslims for a virtuous cause 
is not a Bid’ali (innovation); instead, it is proven from the 
Sunnali. Those who prevent [others] from doing so are 
addressed in the following Quranic verse: 



One who excessively forbids the good, transgressor, sinner. 

(Kanz-ul-Iman [translation of Quran]) (Part 29, Al-Qalam, Verse 12) 

Sayyiduna Jarir lilts#? has stated, ‘Some people who were 
barefoot, partly dressed, wearing just a piece of a blanket slit 
from the middle slide over the neck, once came to the Beloved 
Prophet Jwsidbssk JbSaisi He J* looked at their 

destitution and the colour of his refulgent face changed. He 
JUs<jtfbs«feJtsSi&!j* then ordered Sayyiduna Bilal to call 

out Azan. After Salah, he J* delivered a sermon 

in which, after the recitation of an Ayali, he JUs ajlsai: jusmi 
said, ‘Some of you should donate Sadaqali (charity) with their 
Ashrafis, some with dinar, some with their clothes, some with 
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a small amount of their wheat and some with their dry dates.’ 
He J* said up to the extent, ‘Even if it is half a date.’ 

Listening to the Prophet’s announcement, one Ansari 
brought a bag of dinars which was so heavy that his hand got 
tired due to carrying it. Then, one after the other, people began 
to bring Sadaqah and two piles of food and clothes were 
stocked. I saw that Rasulullah’s .JUs $*£& JisSabiJ* resplendent 
face was glittering like pure gold because of happiness! And he 
JUs ail 5 ads jia 4 ii J* said, ‘Who ever originates a good path in 
Islam, for him there is its reward (Sawab); and the reward of all 
those who follow that path afterwards is for him (the originator 
of that path) without any reduction in there ward of the people 
(acting upon that path).’ (Sahlh Muslim, pp. 508, Hadis 1017)

He was, in fact, the embodiment of love of the Holy Prophet 
JfcSaii J*.

Once Sayyiduna ‘Usman-e-Ghani m Jts? &i>i && smiled whilst 
performing Wudu. The people asked the reason, to which he 
replied, ‘Once I saw that the Holy Prophet JUs «jjb Jis5 &iii 
smiled having performed Wudu at this very place.’ (Musnad 
Imam Ahmad bin Hanbal, vol. 1, pp. 130, Hadis 415)

would feed the people with lavish food, and he himself would 
go home and remain contented with vinegar and olive only.’

‘Amlr-ul-Mu'minln, Sayyiduna ‘Usman-e-Ghani as. <$sS M 
has said, ‘The hand by which I committed Bai’ah (pledge of

<bi J*>, I have never touched my genital organ with 
that (i.e. the right hand) thereafter.’

Sayyiduna ‘Usman-e-Ghani jus abi && has said, ‘I swear by 
Allah JUiW! I never committed fornication during the pre-

Strange level of modesty even in privacy 
Sayyiduna Hasan Basri ^ JkS t&\ & has mentioned explaining 
the extreme modesty of‘Amir-ul-Mu'minin, Sayyiduna ‘Usman-e- 
Ghani astjfcsdiicj^, ‘If he had been in some room with 

the door properly shut, even then he would not put off his 
clothes for taking the bath nor would he straighten his back 
out of modesty.’ (Hilyat-ul-Auliya, vol. 1, pp. 94, Hadis 159) 

He would always observe fasts 

‘Amir-ul-Mu'minin, Sayyiduna ‘Usman-e-Ghani &£• Jis5 aisi cs^s- 
would always observe Nafl (supererogatory) Fasts. Having 
taken rest during the initial part of the night, he would stand 
vigil (for worship) for the rest of the night. (Musannaf ibn Abi 
Shay bah, vol. 2, pp. 173) 
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He would never bother his servant 

He 4^ Jfctf dii <&> was humble to the extent that whenever he 
would wake up for Salah of Tahajjud at night, he would himself 
arrange water for [performing] Wudu if no one was awake. He 
would never disturb anyone’s sleep for his personal cause. 

Therefore, whenever ‘Amir-ul-Mu’minin, Sayyiduna ‘Usman-e- 
Ghani cspo- would get up for offering the Salah of 

Tahajjudat night, he would himself arrange water for performing 
the Wudu. When it was asked, ‘Why do you bother yourself; 
let your servant do it for you’, he replied, ‘No, the night is 
theirs; it is for their rest.’ (Ibn-e-Asakir, vol. 39, pp. 236) 

He carried a pile of wood 

Once ‘Amir-ul-Mu'minin, Sayyiduna ‘Usman-e-Ghani 
was coming from his orchard carrying a pile of wood over his 
head, even though many of his servants were present and 
available. Someone said, ‘Why did you not let your servant 
carry this pile?’ He said, ‘I could have done so, but I am putting 
my Nafs into trial whether it can carry it or dislike carrying it.’ 
(Al-Lum’a, pp. 177) 

I had twisted your ear 

Sayyiduna ‘Usman-e-Ghani && JM abi said to one of his 
servants, ‘I had once twisted your ear, so you avenge me for 
that.’ (Ar-Riyad-un-Nadarah, vol. 3, pp. 45) 
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Tears would swell up upon seeing graves 
Despite the fact that Amlr-ul-Mu'minln, the Compiler of the 
Holy Quran, Sayyiduna Usman Bin ‘Affan &£- && was 

undoubtedly destined to Paradise, yet he would remain unable 
to control the tears upon seeing graves. It is mentioned on 
page 139 of the book, Allah Walon kl Batayn [the 695-page 
publication o/Maktaba-tul-Madinah, the publishing department 
of Dawat-e-Islami] , ‘Whenever ‘Amlr-ul-Mu'minln, Sayyiduna 
‘Usman-e-Ghani as£.JtsS4iiG*? would stand near some grave, he 
would weep so much that his beard would get drenched with 
tears.’

is to speak, fornication by hands is to hold and fornication by 
foot is to go.’ (SahTh Muslim, pp. 1428, Hadis 212657) 

Elaborating on the above Hadis, Shaykh ‘Abdul Haq Muhaddis 
Diblvi <^43 has stated: Fornication by eyes is to see 
Haram things. Fornication by ears is to listen to Haram and 
profane things. Fornication by tongue is to speak Haram and 
foul conversation, fornication by hands is to touch a Na-Mahram 
woman, and fornication by foot is to step forward towards evil 
things. (Ashi’at-ul-Lam’at, vol. 1, pp. 100) 


Eyes will be filled with fire 

It is very important to refrain from casting sinful gazes. By 
Allah JfcsS*-, the torment will be unbearable. It is reported, 
‘Whoever fills his eyes with Haram sight; his eyes will be filled 
with fire on the Day of Judgment.’ (Mukashafa-tul-Qulub, pp. 10)

Here is an incident to reflect upon, for those who watch 
movies and television shows, and cast lustful gazes on Na- 
Mahram women and young attractive boys. Listen! Shaykh Ibn 
Jauzi ■&> has stated: To see the beauty of a woman is 
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one of the arrows of Iblls among his many arrows loaded with 
poison. Whosoever does not protect his eyes from [the sight 
of] a Na-Mahram; an applicator made of fire will be applied to 
his eyes on the Day of Judgment. (Bahr-ud-Dumu’, pp. 171) 

Sight breeds lust in the heart 

Dear Islamic brothers! Protect your gaze at all times. Do not let 
it freely wander off or else it will cast you in the deep pit of 
annihilation. Sayyiduna ‘Isa Ruhullah has stated: 

‘Take care of your sight as it breeds the seeds of lust in the heart 
and it is sufficient to invoke tumult [Fitnah].’ (Ihya-ul- ‘Ulum, pp. 
126, vol. 3) Sayyiduna Yahya bin Zakariyya v 5 UJb'sJuSJi^gi£ 3 is^ J*- 
was asked as to what triggered fornication, he viuis 
replied, ‘To see and to desire.’ (ibid)

Command the Muslim men to keep their gaze a bit low and to 
protect their private organs; that is much purer for them;

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Definition of Karamah (Marvel) 

Dear Islamic brothers! It is now clear that Amir-ul-Mu'minln 
Sayyiduna ‘Usman-e-Ghani As-JtsSiisi <&<t was a man by virtue of 
whom Karamah (marvel) would manifest; which is why he 
is .oto warned that person about his lustful gaze. 

Let us understand what Karamah is. We will also see the 
definitions of Irhas, Ma’unat, Istidraj and lhanat. These terms 
are defined on page 58 of the book, Bahar-e-Shari’at, Volume 1 
published by Maktaba-tul-Madlnah. 

Irhas is the occurrence of a wonder unusual to norms through 
a Prophet before [the declaration of] his Prophet hood. If a 
similar unusual wonder occurs through a Wall, then it is called 
Karamah.

14 Madani pearls regarding handshake 

1. It is a Sunnah for two Muslims who greet each other to do 
handshake using both the hands. 
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2. Make Salam before the handshake. 

3. Also make Salam when you depart and handshake is also 
permissible. 

4. The Most Dignified Prophet J* has stated, 

‘When two Muslims shake hands while greeting with each 
other and ask about each other’s well-being, then Allah 
JisSi sends down hundred blessings between both of them, 
out of which, ninety nine blessings are [descended] for the 
one who greets more cheerfully and asks about the well¬ 
being of his brother more courteously. (AlMu’jam-ul-Awsat, 
vol. 5, pp. 380, Hadis 7672) 

5. Recite Salat-‘Alan-Nabi during the handshake, the sins of 
the future and the past will be forgiven before the hands 
separate, 

6. If possible recite the following supplication also during 

the handshake having recited Salat-‘Alan-Nabi: & hiV^L' 

i.e. May Allah Js-sS^ forgive me and you! 

7. The supplication that two Muslims make during the 

handshake will be answered and they will be 

blessed with forgiveness before the hands separate, 

Js-sJfcaijlA—SnJjl. 

8. To shake the hands with each other eliminates enmity. 
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9. To make Salam, to do handshake and to look at a Muslim 
brother out of affection are acts of Sawab (reward). It is 
mentioned in a Hadis, ‘Any Muslim who looks at his 
Muslim brother out of affection, and he has no envy for 
him, then the past sins of both of them will be forgiven 
before his sight is over.’ (Bahar-e-Shan’at, vol. 3, pp. 472) 

10. One can shake the hands no matter how many times he 
meets [with the other]. 

11. Now a days, some people do handshake using one hand 
only, or by just touching the fingers; all this is contrary to 
the Sunnah. 

12. It is Makruh to kiss one’s own hand after the handshake. 
(Al-Mu’jam-ul-Awsat, vol. 6, pp. 131, Hadis 8251) (Islamic brothers 
should abstain from kissing their own palms after the 
handshake.) However, if one kisses his hand for the sake 
of getting blessings after the handshake with some saintly 
person, then it is not Makruh. Ala Hadrat JtsSsiiisS/ has 
stated: If one shakes hands with some person and kisses 
his own hand after the handshake for the sake of blessings, 
then it is not prohibited provided that the concerned 
person is amongst those dignitaries, from whom the 
blessings are expected. (Jad-dul-Mumtar, saying 4551) 

13. If a handshake with an Amrad (an attractive lad) or with 
any person breeds lust, then it is not permissible to shake 
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hands with him. If the sight also breeds lust, then looking 
at him is also a sin. (Bahar-e-Shart’at, vol. 3, pp. 471) 

14. The proper Sunnah method of hand shaking is that there 
should be no hindrance of a handkerchief etc. in between; 
both hands should be bare and the palm of one should 
make contact with that of the other. (Dur-re-Mukhtar, vol. 2, 
pp. 98) 

In order to learn thousands of Sunan, go through the books: (i) 
Bahar-e-Shari’at, the 312-page publication, and (ii) Sunnatayn 
aur Adah, the 120-page publication, published by Maktaba-tul- 
Madlnah. One of the effective ways of learning the Sunan is to 
travel in the Sunnah-inspiring Madam Qafilahs with devotees 
of Rasulallah Jsaa&s ssisJisSaisij*.
